It ifl still a moot question with pbiloso- 
phera whether the world was made for 
man or man for the world. After a peru- 
Bal of the leading article in our contem- 
porary of yesterday morning wo ore 
strongly of opinion that the High School 
of Victoria, instead of having been built 
for the benefit of the youth of tho Pro- 
yiuce, was established for tho solo use and 
benefit of Mr. Pope, the late principal. 
Aocording to our contemporary there can 
be no two opinions onthathead. Tho edu- 
oational'establishment costs tho Province 
something like 350,000 a yearj and every 
adult male resident is ioioedto;oqntribHto 
towards tho school fund an aiirinal tar of 
?3. Since Confederation there has h^m 
paid by the public towards tho sup- 
port of free sohools a sum aggregating 
npwards of §350,000; and the country 
that so freely contributes from its subsis- 
tance the wherewithal to train the minds 
and morals of its youug. is entitled to 
know that the money does not fall into 
unworthy hands when it is liable to be 
used to defeat tbo object sought to bo at- 
tained by its expenditure. Wo aro not 
Burprised, therefore, to find pooplo who 
are most concerned in the advance of the 
cause of free education peculiarly sensi- 
tive whenever they^deein^'tiie. porpetnity 
or usefulness of the institution' threaten- 
ed. Any measure having for its object 
the destruction of tho freo school system 
would at once be frowned down. A 
politician who should attempt to sail into 
ofiBoo on the anti-l'reo school craft would 
find his vessel stranded on the bar of 
public opinion long before , it: hove in 
sight of the intended haven. If, then, tho 
man whoso hand is outstrotchod to de- 
stroy free education would meot with 
popular execration, what puniahmont 
should await tho man who, having accept- 
ed the most important post (except that of 
Superintendent) on the oflioial school 
Btaflf, by a course of miaoonduot seriously 
impairs the usefulness of the institution 
he has been appointed to guard? An in- 
competent or besotted officer in charge 
of a school to whioh tho coming men and 
women are sent to bo traicod in the "way 
they should go," and whore those m 
authority are expected to confirm and 
strengthen by a good, example the pre- 
cepts instilled into their minds at homo, 
can effect moro damage to the young than 
half-a dozen politicians industriously 
cracking their oratorical whips on the floor 
of the House. The latter attack tbo sys- 
tem only; but the former, by a bad ex- 
ample, moy inflict irreparable injury upon 
the young over whom they aro placed. 

•Within the past few days, as the public 
are aware, grave charges have been pre- 
ferred against the principal of the High 
School. Those charges have been laid 
before the Board of Education by parents 
and pupils and— candor compels us to 
say— they have been proven. . Now, what 
did Mr. Pepe do when he knew that the 
charges were hanging over his head? In 
place of submitting to an investigation 
and endeavoring to establish Ids inno- 
oenoo, he declared that ho was being por- 
BBOuted by the Superintendent and re- 
signed! Will it not occur to every reas- 
onable person _ that if JUr. Pope wero 
innocent'fieWoald have confronted the 
charges and successfully confounded his 
accusers? That would have been a much 
moro creditable course to have pursued 
than the one ho adopted of securing tho 
services of a newspaper to throw mud at 
Jlr. Jessop for entertaining accusations 
which Mr. Pope did not dare face before 
the Board of EducatiohH^HM .Mr. Pope 
been a wise and prudent •man he would 
have shrunk from a discussion in which he 
has all to lose— because facts are against 
him.

sbiraD'lIAIL SEKVIOE.' 

What are the gentlemen who represent 
British. Columbia at Ottawa going to do 
about the Pugot Sound mail service? 
Beliable information states that tho con- 
tractor— Oapt. Starr— will cease to bring 
tho mails after tho 1st proximo. Ho has 
bean conveying- them across tho "stormy 
stretch" from Port Townaond to Victoria 
for several years without charge, and 
professes to bavo grown tired of that sort 
of thing. Under tho terms of a former 
contract with the TJbited States Govern- 
ment he was forced to land the mails at 
Victoria. Under tho new" contract he 
escapes that obligation, and mail bags for 
Victoria will either remain piled uj) at 
Port Townsend until sent for by special 
boat, or lie at San Francisco .until the 
sailing days of the mail steamers for 
British;, Columbia. At present tho 
Province enjoys a mail service eight times 
amonthw'a tho Ocean. Nearly all the 
correspondence received at or dispatched 
from this place from or for auy j.iiiit of 
tho world, comes or goes by the Pugot 
Sound route. Letters freq^uently reach 
here five days after they have been mailed 
at San Francisco. The ocean mail car- 
riage is confined almost altogether to 
newspapers, and its importance to the 
business public is considerably less thau 
that by tho -other route. Should tho 
Pnget Sound mail service bo stopped, it 
would bo a retrograde stop. In these en- 
lightened days sensible jjeople try to move 
forward instead of allowing thcmselvoa to 
fall behind and exiW^ conveniences 
should bo increased 'rather than diminish- 
ed. The Puget Sounders will enjoy a 
doily mail service after tho 1st of July. 
Thus it would seem that as their mail 
favors grow British Columbians' shrink 
up; 'Fnot is, the prospect of losing the 
seivioa altogether should ventilate the 
pabjeot ofa daily mail. We hope that

Ben- Taylor, a colored man, has

This invention dispens- 
es with all the machinery except the 
ono wheel, which answers at once the 
purpose of cylinder and driving wheel, 
nhd two steam boxes through which 
the stoam is applied. It ia estimated 
that engines on this plan can be man- 
ufactured- at. one-fourth or lesq the 
cost of thbse'laow in use, and their 
simijlicity and the possibility of mak- 
ing them of extremely light weight, 
will extend the use of steam engines 
jjoyoud tho present limit. Ben. Tay- 
lois tbo inventor, is a sort of mechan- 
ical genius, having before manifested 
au insight into mechanics of no ordin- 
ary degree. His invention, if nothing 
fails, — and the probabilities are in 
his favour,— -will rank him among the 
first inyentbrs of the'day.

Galt, May 23 — The _ disaster to tho 
steamer Empress of India was caused by 
tho failure of her stearing apparatus. The 
bout was carried broadside on to the falls 
and in a moment went crashing over into 
the boiling waters bolow. Before it took 
its final leap, however, two of its occu- 
pants, John and William Ovens, jumped 
into the water, and the lattei", in au al- 
most miraculous manner, managed to ob- 
tain a foothold on tho very edge and to 
resist the current till ho reached tho 
shore. His brother John was not so for- 
tunate, being carried over tho fall, but he 
was eventually taken out of the river some 
distance bolow in an inaonsiblo condition. 
Of those who went over with tho boat 8 
wero lost, the rest having in various ways 
managed to reach the shore. Both of the 
young women wore saved, one. Miss Lan- 
dreth, having had an escape that was per- 
fectly miraculous. She floated down tho 
stream until she struck tho western pier 
of tho upper bridge, against which tho 
water pressed her so tightly that parties 
were enabled io got ropes and rescue her, 
The following is a complete list of thoso 
on board tho boat: Miss Landreath, Miss 
McGill, John Ovens, Wm. Ovens, Wm. 
Begg, Samuel Smith, Geo. Godfrey, Mr. 
Batty, Chas. Moles, James Montgomery, 
(engineer and owner) , Edward Wren, An- 
drew Jackson, John Fraser, Fred.

To enable tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to raise tho sum of 
$20,000 for the purposes therein 
sot forth. - 

WHEREAS' the MonioipM Council; d 
tho Corporotion of the "City of Victoria 

has resolved to raise tho sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay off certain out- 
standing liabilities of the said Council. 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
S2012 to be raised annually by special 
rate for the payment of the said debt and 
interest as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
rateable property of the said Corporation 
of the City of Victoria according to tho 
last revised AsBOSsment Eoll being for the 
year 1878 was §2, 'lyi, 500, irrespective of 
any future increase of tho rateable proper- 
ty of the Muniuipality and of any income 
in the nature of tolls, interest or dividends 
from tho work, and also irrespebtive of 
any income from . the temporary invest- 
ments of the sinking fund or of any part 
thereof. 

And whereas for ; paying tho interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fund 
for paying the said principal sum of 
000 and interest as hereinafter mp="oned 
it will require an equal anD>"»l spacinl 
rate of one-tenth of ono por.cent. on the 
dollor. , 1' ,, 

Be it therefore enapioiZ by the Mayor 
and Council of iho corporation of tho 
City ot Victoria. 

1 That it shall lawful for the Mayor 
of the Oity.to raiJ'e by way of loan from 
any person or" persons, body or bodies 
corporate wb^ be^williug to advance 
tho same v^^on the credit of the dobou- 
tures h'-oinafte'' mentioned a sum of 
mnr-f not pvoeoding in tho whole tho 
™m of t-venty thousand dollars (§20,000) , 
and cauB& the same to be paid into the 
bonds of the Treasurer of the said Corpo- 
ration for the purpose and with the object

2. That it shall bo lawful-'for ' 'tlio - said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to be mado for such suras of money as may 
be required not less than one hundred 
dollars each (??100) each and that tho said 
debentures shall bo sealed with the seal 
of the said Corporation of the City of 
Victoria and be signed by tho said Mayor. 

3. That the said debeutures shall be 
made payable in twenty years at furthest 
from tho day hereinafter mentioned for 
this Bylaw to take effect at the oflico of tho 
Treasurer of tho Corportation of ,tlie said 
City of Victoria, and shall have attached

4. 'x-u.f. ttiQ gaic] debentures shall bear 
interest at auc ^ft^i tue rate of seven per 
cent, per annum fro..^ the date thereof, 
which interest shall be ^'xyahlB half- vcarly 
at the office of the Troasuitv of tho Muni- 
cipality. 

5. That for tho purpose of foi.uiug a 
sinking fund for the payment of the saiil 
debentures and the interest at the rate 
aforesaid to become due thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-tenth of one cent on 
tho dollar shall in addition to all other 
rotes bo raised, levied and collected in 
each year upon all rateable property in 
the said Municipality during tho contin-

6. Clause two of the Victoriai Eevenuo 
By-Law, 1875, as amended by the "Water

In Braneau valley the Indians murder- 
ed two men who happened to be out 
hunting stock, one of whom they mutilat- 
ed most horribly.

Tho Sboslione Indians, the 
Weisers, and othor tribes and remnants

• The clearance of obstacles from this 

' river is a work th1»t when completed will 
open up some two thonsand million feet 
0f the very heat class of lumber. ' The 
river itself is about 22 miles long, with an 
average width of 85 yards.

THBXONDOK FOIiIOB, 

Wh»t a eurions feature of civilization 
is tho neoasaity of vast bodies of men to 
keep psaplo honest and prevent them 
Bmashing eaoh others skulls. Refine- 
ment and aducation have done a deal to 
giva UB an external polish and what may 
be called conventional honesty, bnt there 
is dominant in our nature a selfish 
proponaity aud a brutish anivialigm that 
only require freedom from restraint to 
produeo a prolific crop of orimiuali. To 
protect fiociety from itself or one portion 
of it frvin another, there is in every 
civilized oountry a judicial maobinery ap- 
pointed by the'people to enforce OHrtain 
rules or laws laid down for the wellbeing 
of the antire oommuQity and of this ma 
ohinorj the London police ia a powarful 
part, it being one of the most important 
and best organized bodies of police in the 
world. The force is divided into two 
parts, the City and Metropolitan, the 
former having about 2,000 men and being 
directly under the control of the city 
authorities, the latter with 11,000 men 
under the jaritidiotion of tho Secretary of 
State for home affuirs. The headquarters 
of this force is at Scotland yard, oopos ic 
the horae guards, in Parliament Street, 
Westminster, where it has for its me a 
pile of irrvgalar and antiquated buildiagB, 
a portion of them having formerly been 
ofBoes of the old palace of \Vbitebtli, 
the bnnquetiog house and cliapel of t hich 
i"till exist through one of the window* of 
the lattar Charles the first ualked to 
exaontion. The Bletropolitan police are 
divided into twenty-four divisiona named 
after the k-ttt-ri* of the alphabet — Y aud Z 
-being the letters not represented. Tho 
divit-iona vary in btreogth some having 
many more aaen than oihors, but thoy 
might be pretty acourati ly averaged at a 
little over four hundred each. Every 
division baa connected witb it a certain 
number of detectives. The juri-Mdiotion 
of the force extends u circuit of fourteen 
miles from Charing Croas; but sometimes 
by arraiigonient between the commission- 
era and municipalities outside this radius 
the Bupervision of the Metropolitan poiice 
extent more than twenty miles from the 
famous CroHS. The minimum I-eight of 
rooruits ie obout five foot seven, aud the 
maximum ago tit which they will ba taken 
ia thirty five years, but as a rule many 
new candidates apply at thot npe, most of 
them being much younger. The hours 
of duty ariB eight out of; every twenty 
hours for foot-men and nix for horso 
patrols, the duty of the former being in 
the day time divided into two shifts of 
four hourB each, but at night they go ou 
duty a* ten and keep ou till six, thus 
doing their eight hours in one spell. Tho 
pay for firat ola«8 privates is thirty 
Kbillings pttr week, for second class 
twenty tse^ven and for third class as recrui s 
twenty-four,- inoh rising'frbm one class 
to the other by length of service and 
merit. Every member of tho forct must 
be able to road, write and cipher, and to 
each division a subdivision school-master 
is attached aud classes for improvement 
are held in thaatation bouses twicea week, 
t liua affording a'.manvwith Uttle ;ad ucati on 
but good natural'' abilities' the' ntoeai'ary 
quuliflcations for promotion which is en 
tirely from the ranks. There is no objec- 
tion to married men joining the foroo;but 
having more than two children disqaalifioa 
them from becoming candidates, noithtr 
is there any prohibition or.objeotion to a 
member mairryingbat.heisboaDd to send, 
a written notice to'the' bommissionera at 
Scofclund-yard stating His age and that of 
hia intended wifo aud whether ehe is 
a spii.ster or widow, and _ such other 
information as tho regulations require, 
the objaat of the soommiaaionars bfing 
to keep up dikoipline. Single men 
pay one shilling per week for lodging 
in tho station, and for which they 
receive every necesoary attendance; hut 
married men live out. frequently in 
charge bf guntlemau's untonuutfd honsps, 
some of which often contain valnable* fur- 
niture aud for the protection of which the 
policem»-n reside on the premises rent 
free and receive other eiuolumenta, the 
matters being outirrly a private agree- 
ment batneen himself and the owners of 
property. The pay for sergeants, if for 
firot olaas as station sergeante, that is, 
thosa capable of acting as inspectors, is two 
gniaaas or Jorty-two abillings per week; 
second class tfiirtjr-eight, and for third- 
clasa thirty-four; the latter often being 
only first-class policemen who temporarily 
perform strgeanta duty, 'rhe rank of 
sergeant ia attained by a kind of com- 
petitive oxatnination coupled with a favor- 
able report from the division superinisnd- 
ent of the candidate's eflacienoy and 
general conduct; bnt among the men it is 
pretty loudly hinted that a deal of this is 
done by favoritism. The qualification re 
quired is a good general education, a 
technical knowledge of duty and ability 



nnder bis notice while on dnty. In eaoh 
division there are four inspectors, who 
rise from aergeahts, and one superintend- 
ent who rises from an inspector, and at 
every station there are indoor sergeants 
who perform the duty of inspectors, of 
courae sabject the general ,re'gnIations 
from Scotland-yard When oh dnty in 
the atreeta a policeman never knows 
whero he may meet bis sergeant; but the 
sergeant knows exactly whero and when 
to meet tho inspeotora, the evident object 
of this rule being to keep every man in 
his place, for one has to report against 
the other any omission of duty. The A 
divinion is looked upon as the head one 
and from it men are supplied for most of 
the extra work thrown on the force, such 
as sending men to public /efe?, appointing 
Fergoanta to inspect common lodgiug- 
housea (about which I will have something 
to say next .week) ond doing uny other 
work where the police may be temporarily 
required. In connection with eaoh divi 
sion there are a certain number of de 
tectives who are selected from the ranka 
and file of tho men and for wages receive 
thirty-four shillings per week and fivo 
pounds a year for olotbing. In Scotland 
Yard there is a head detective department, 
tho men of which are selected for their 
sharpness and eflioienoy from among tho 
variona divisional detectives. This de- 
partment has joharjge.bf. all ,the national 
prosaoutions and detection 'bf leading 
criminals na well as tbo unravelling of im- 
portant cases, whether English or inter- 
national. The whole force. Metropolitan 
and detective, are under tbo charge of 
Colonel Henderson, chief commissioner, 
and two under commissioners who aro 
appointed hj the -Secretary of State in 
office at the time. A vacancy for a com- 
missioner may arise, but onco appointed 
they are not removed by a Secretary of 
State from the opposite political party to 
that which appointed them. Tho privates 
of the force pay seven-pence a week towards 
a superannuation fund and to pay a doctor 
and for their uniforms, the sergeants and 
inspectors paying proportionate to their 
rank but of course receiving greater bene- 
fiits. To be eligibla for full superannu- 
ation pay a man must'servo thirty jears, 
bnt if ufterfifteen he mot with an accident 
while on dnty or fall into bad health his 
case would be contiidered by tho commis- 
sioners aud pension committee and an 
award made to bim as they would tbink 
fit. Candidates have to produce testimon- 
ials of good character from a magistrate 
or clergymen and from three responsible 
householders and then pass a physical 
examination by tho head police doctors at 
Scotland Yard; but a man is not asked 
any questions as to his religious opinions. 
It may be said that at least half tho men are 
Welsh, Scotch and Irish, tho latter being 
by far of the three most numerous; but 
preference is given to men who havo 
served a time in the army and left it with 
a good character, particularly cavalry 
men, for in the police there is no difficulty 
in making them into horse patrols. In 
Scotland Yard detective force there are 
several foreigners, whose duties are to hunt 
up foreign criminals and do, perhaps, a 
little in tho secret service business as 
there are always some of them hanging 
about any distinguished strangera that 
may arrive in the Metropolis. Late re- 
velations have forcibly demooatrated that 
tbe detective force is one of the moat 
corrupt of all our public bodies, four of 
its leading members having recently beon 
convicted for black mail, swindling and 
conniving with rognos, criminals and 
biigus firms, A tborongh remodolliug of 
tho service ia noiv under consideration 
and a ougimittee ia sitting to workout the 
plan in detail, the leadiogfeatnre of whioh 
ill to make the detective dei)artmeut a 
separate one from the Metropolitan police 
iind to plaoe it under a special commis 
aionor who will be amiiuablo to govern- 
ment. It ii also proposed to get men of a 
bight r intellHotuul staudurd than those 
that have hitherto been identified with 
this branch of the public service. It is 
likewise suggested that more of them bo 
taken from among tho people direct to the 
department than was done in the past, as 
it is said those dt teotivea who served as 
ordino.ry policemen find a diffioulty to 
ri^e ujove routine. The police force is to 
a great extent under public control, as tbe 
division to which a' man may belong 
and his number in the division 
is in brass let or.i on his uniform, so that 
for auy trun gression or broach of duty 
his number may bo taken and a report 
eent to the authorities by any respectable 
member of the public who may feel an 
iuterest in. so doing.., ,Like,in every . other 
•walk of 'iifej " drink' ia 'th"e"policeman'8 
Btnmbling block, because publicans are 
very anxious to court his favors and never 
loso an opportunity of treating him to a 
glass, and sever il public houses being on 
a man's beat he generally gets drunk or 
muddled, and then a report is sent to 
Scotland , Yard against tbe>'nhfbr.ttitiate 
"bobby," who is immediatelyhatiled over 
the coals or dismissed the service. I have 
dwelt on this subjout ut some length 
because I believe it to bo an important 
one, for next to tho Irish Constabulary 
the metropolitan ijolico is probably the 
best organized police force in the world, 
and I am of opinion that information on 
such a Bubjoot will be of interest to the 
rtadors of I'hh Colonist. 



most, and in working-class circles con- 
sidered a good employer. The Bally 
iVeici is diametrically opposed to a war 
ivith Eusaia and also to tbe Beaconsfield 
Administration, which it rakes fore and 
aft with the most trenchant language and 
pow'erfahleadiDg articles, some of the 
ablest writers of the day being on its 
staff and at least two of them are of world- 
wide reputation as novelists, namely: — 
William Black, author of Princess of 
Thule, and a native of Edinburgh, and 
Justin McCarthy, author of Lady Dis- 
dain, and a native of Cork. The Times 
profesaea to be in ^lolitics independent, 
bat with a leaning to whatever govern- 
ment may be in oflioe. The TCmee is 
owned by a private company, of which 
Mr. Walters, M. P. for Berkshire, ia the 
principal; and it is considered the moat 
valuable newspaper property in the world. 
At present in its Eastern policy it is not 
strong on either side, its articles being 
simply splendid pieces of composition, 
criticising alike both the Government 
and their opponents. The Morning Ad- 
vertiser is the organ of tho liquor interest 
and belongs to the Licensed Victuallers 
Association, its management being vested 
in tho committee of that body. Its poli- 
tics is liquordom with a stronger leaning 
to the Tories than to the|Liberal8. bnt en- 
tirely in favor of tbe Government s East- 
ern policy. The Morning Post is the 
champion of tbe aristooracy, its columns 
being from time to time full of blue blood- 
ism and its doings; what the Duchess of 
Petticoat Lane wore at Lord Dolthead's 
ball or the Countess of Wapping at the 
levee given by the Earl of Tom and Jerry. 
This journal is more Tory than Liberal, 
and on' the Eastern Question ia giving a 
quiet support to the Gbvernment. There 
are threo evening papers besides the 
Slayidard, namely:— tho Pall Mall Oazette, 
the Olohe and the Echo, which latter pub- 
lishes every evening four editions, its cir- 
culation being larger than that of the Pall 
Mall Oazetle, Standard and Globe pat to- 
gether. The first three are tbibk ahd thin 
supporters of the Ooh'aervativea and up- 
holders of tho Government's Eastern 
policy, while tho Echo is in every way op- 
posed to it and in politics tbo moat ad- 
vanced of all the London dailies, its views 
being pronouncedly Eadical, which here 
is another name for Bepnblicanism, This 
journal was three years ago the property 
of tho well-known Albert Grant, the Jew- 
ish stockbroker, who in London floated 
the Emma mine, and although parobas- 
ing the paper from a former editor and 
fittioK up offices for it coat him over one 
hundred thousand pounds ho afterwards 
sold it for sixty thousand to Pasamore 
Edwards, its present proprietor, and alas 
of tbe Uuilder, one of the best properties 
of a special paper of any in London, 
From this short sketch of our daily jour- 
nals it will be seen that every shade of 
political thought is represented and that 
on the great question of British interests 
in the East they are not at all unanimous' 
in their Tiawa<4)Prom every part of the 
country reports of crops are exceedingly 
favorable, potatoes, grain, fruit and hops 
being all at present very promisingjwhioh 
in our island home is to ns a pleasing and 
important oonaidoration because we muat ; 
have bread wherever we may get it from.

Hare just now are going in for what may 
be called very vigorous writing, some for 
and some against the Government, and 
eomo for and some against the proposed 
•VTar with Russia. The Dalli/ Telegraph, 
whioh professes to have tbe largest circu- 
lation, is in every possible way encour- 
aging tho Government war cry, while in 
its politics it ia on the fence, being 
neither Liberal nor Tory. The proprie- 
tors of this jnrnai are Jews, a father and 
eon, and the literary hacks in Fleet street 
say that Lord Beaconsfield before ho re- 
tires from office will give the old gentle- 
man a baronetcy, as an acknowledgement 
for the seivico he is now rendering the 
Government, and as they are both Jews 
perhitps there is a little of "yon touch me 
and I'll touch you" in it. There is also 
report that the paper ia subsidized 
by tho Turkish bondholders as well as by 
the Turkish and English Governments, 
the sum given by the latter being six 
thousand pounds. Tho Standard is the 
out-and-out Conservative organ, but not 
so anti-Russian as the Telegraph, the 
Conservative party itself not being 
united on the Eastern question, although 
in the House of Commons the vote is 
straight, but more on party lines than for 
unanimoua sympathy with the Turks. 
The Standard publishes a morning and 
evening edition giving the latest tele 
grams from all parts of the world. Tho 
Daily N'ews is the exponent of the Liberal 
party and owned by a few men, of which 
Sammel Morley, M. P. for Bristol, is the
